And beſides this Eccleſi- 
aſtical Diſcipline, I acknowledge to belong to 
this Church a politick Magiſtrate , who mini- 
ſtreth to every man Juſtice, defending the good, 


onour and obedience in all things which 


lieve, whether they be Jews or Gentiles, and 
lead us to a vain confidence in creatures, and 
truſt in our own imaginations. The puniſhment 
whereof, although God oftentimes deferreth in 
this life, yet after the general Reſurrection, when 
our Souls and Bodies ſhall riſe again to Immor- 
tality , they fhall be damned to unquenchable 
fire: and then we which have forſaken all mens
